NEW YOBK, November 28.—The Tri- 


bune's Washington special of the 27th 
says: The .chief topics of discussion 
tmoug the Senators and Representatives 
who have arrived in Washington, are 
the surplus revenue and the means to be 
adopted to dispose of it. The Demo- 
crats, who control the House, seem to 
b« as badly muddled as they were two 
years ago. 
They are agreed on one 


thing, namely, that something [must be 
done to save the party nsxt year, for it 
is noticeable that the mora they cou- 
sider the result of the late elections the 
loss confident do they feel of success. 
The most that any of them hops for is 
to pass some kind of revenue bill, which 
will be "a good enough Morgan" until 
after the Presidential election. 


The recommendations of the President 


and Secretary of the Treasury will b« 
framed with that end in view, and the 
former will sign any makeshift measure 
which may be Dent to him for his ap- 
proval. It is settled that Carlisle is to 
be re-elected Speaker and that Mills is 
to be Chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee. Mills is a siucera and 
earnest Freetrader, between whom and 
Randall there exists the most bitter 
antagonism. Spiinger and some other 
Democrats expect that the report of the 
Secretary of the Treasury will be accom- 
panied by a draft of a bill to reduce the 
revenues $80,000,000 or §100,000,000 a 
year, among the pioviaions of which 
will be tho repeal of the internal [taxes 
on tobacco, a radical reduction of duties 
on metnls, pottery and earthenware, and 
cotton and woolen goods, and the trans- 
fer of several hundred articles—includ- 
ing salt, lumber and wool—from the 
dutiable list to the free list. 


Senator McPherson is certain that 


something must be done, and he Bays: 
"For mysplf I would favor a bill taking 
off tha tax on tobacco and making the 
balance of the reduction on other articles 
on the tariff schedule. New Jersey ia a 
protective State, and the Democrats 
can't afford to advocate free trade or 
any sweeping tariff reductions without 
losing her vote, and they will need that 
vote, for I can't see how a Demofcratio 
victory is to be figured up without New 
Jersey and Connecticut. The reduction 
^Ivocated must be moderate and above 
ult must not reduce the wages of work- 
uigmen. Any tariff bill that does that I 
shall oppose." 


Randall agrees in the main with. Sen- 


ator McPherson, although he would cut 
a little into the internal revenue, and 
would transfer to the free list only lum- 
ber in the rough, jute butts, bristles, 
and perhaps two or three other articles. 


Mr. Carlisle wants to enlarge tho free 


list by the transfer thereto of raw ma- 
terials, including wool, so as to reduce 
the yearly revenue from customs about 
$50,000,000, and favors the repeal of in- 
ternal taxes on tobacco to the extent of 
$18,000,000 a year, 


Senator Sherman favors the revival of 


the distribution Act of 1837, by which 
;he surplus could be distributed to the 
States upon the basis of population. 
3e thinks tho question of reducing the 
surplus will come up with the tariff, and 
;bat the Senate will bring in a new bill 
whsn it receives the work of the House. 


CHICAGO, November 58,—The Times' 


Washington special says:

will propose to take off only a quarter 
of tho sugar duties, and a little more 
than half the tobacco tax, but before it 
gets through tho HOURS it will abolish 
all the tobacco tax and probably take 
off one-half of the sugar tax. Thi:

^ taken off the protective portions of 


the tariff. 


The repeal of the special tobacco

by them for carrying mails. The total 
excess of cost of the postal service over 
the revenue was $5,482,670. 
The re- 


ceipts of the year were 11.1 per cent, 
greater than the previous year, while 
the increase of expenditures was at a 
ratio of but 3.4 per cent. The delivery 
system has made considerable advance 
during the y«ar. The total value of all 
stamped paper issued by the department 
during the year was $46,619,686, an in- 
crease of nearly 7 per cent. 
The pest- 


age collected on second-class matter was 
$1,262,348, representing a weight of over 
63,000 
tons, 
an 
increase 
of 
15 


per cent, over 
the previous year. 


Three important recommendations are 
mode. Tbo first of these is that the 
postage on all second-class matters 
shall be paid by the attachment of ad- 
hesive stamps, as is required for all 
other mail matter. 
The second is that 


only legitimate newspapers and periodi- 
cals be admitted to the second-class 
rate. In other words, that certain books 
which it ia claimed are in up sense 
periodicals except that they profess to 
be issued at regular periods, be admitted 
only at third-class rates. The third is, 
that the number of sample copies of 
second-class matter to be sent out by 
publishers be limited to as many period- 
icals which, under the law, now gain 
admittmce as second-class matter, be- 
ing enabled by the privilege of the mail- 
ing of sample copies to defeat the law 
excluding publications issued for advei- 
tising purposes or at nominal prices of 
subscription.

To him ii dne the establishment of the 
weather indication offices at Carson Cityi 
Winnemncca and Kesler. 
These sta- 


tions make six observations each day 
and three of these observation* are tele- 
graphed to the branch and head offices. 
The observation* in this State—tele- 
graphed—are taken at 4 o'clock A. M. , at 
12 o'clock ii. and 7 o'clock p. M. Mr. 
Friend haa been furnishing Carsoa City 
with the weather indications at his owa 
expense, and Las permitted tlie Enter- 
prise, of Virginia, to take the report as 
it passes over the wires there, auJ in 
willing to extend tha same courtesy to 
Reno as he has clone to Virginia, provid- 
ing arrangements can be made to do it. 
Tho Government officials have received 
tha benefit, not only of Mr. Friend's 
observations, but the results of many of 
his inventions and experiments, which 
bave been adopted without giving him 
duo credit. There is no other station 
in the country that the reports can bo 
relied upon more closely than those of 
Cnrson City. Tha zsal of Mr. Fiiend, 
as a meteorologist, is such that in time 
ae will huve formulated for Nevada a 
system of observations that will reflect 
the greatest of credit upon him and give 
the people an unsurpassed weather ser- 
vice. 


An ALLEGED FOBOE.R DISCHARGED.— 


The jury in the case of A. P. Clnrk, 
tried for raising a check drawn by Ella 
Ellen of Truckee, returned at noon Sun- 
day with a verdict of aquiital, sfter be- 
ing out over fourteen hours. The de- 
fense in their plea set up that Ellen had 
drawn the check for the amount it was 
cashed for, and instructed Clarke to 
draw the money and bay a certain tract 
of land, and that Clark drew the money 
and went to British Columbia. It was 
embezzlement, but not forgery, accord- 
ing to their theory, and the jury doubt- 
less so regarded it. This leaves Clark 
safe, as it is a settled principle of inter- 
national law, that an extradited man 
can be tried only for the offence for 
which he is extradited, and Clark was 
extradited on the charge of forgery, of 
which he now stands acquitted. When 
Clark was surrendered by the British 
Columbia authorities, be threatened, if 
brought bock for trial, to make scandal- 
ous disclosures affecting the family of 
Elle Ellen, and Ellen's married daughter, 
wbo was expected to be a principal 
witness against him, brooded over the 
matter of his threat until she died. 
It 


was popularly believed that she com- 
mitted suicide, and there was consider- 
able excitement 
ovor the matter in 


Trackee at the time.
